USDA  RECOMMENDS  AMENDING  FEDERAL  MILK  ORDER  FOR  MILWAUKEE  AREA 


The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  issued 
a recommended  decision  to  amend  certain  pro- 
visions of  the  Federal  milk  marketing  order 
regulating  the  handling  of  milk  in  the  Mil- 
ivaukee  Wisconsin  marketing  area. 

Major  changes  recommended  in  the  decision 
would: 

1.  Permit  milk  to  be  diverted  between 
fully  regulated  plants. 

2.  Allocate  and  price  as  Class  I under  the 
Milwaukee  order,  fluid  milk  products  priced 
under  another  Federal  order  and  received  at  a 
Milwaukee  pool  plant  in  containers  no  larger 
than  six  gallons,  provided  the  milk  is  not  re- 
packaged before  it  is  distributed  in  the  Milwau- 
kee market. 


The  recommended  decision  is  based  on  the 
record  of  a public  hearing  held  in  Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin,  September  25,  1962,  at  the  request 
of  distributers  selling  milk  in  the  Milwaukee 
area.  Copies  may  be  obtained  from  Charles  T.

Orders  Division,  Agricultural  Marketing  Service,

Exceptions  to  the  recommendations  may  be 
filed  with  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
for  five  days  after  publication  of  the  recom- 
mended decision  in  the  Federal  Register,  sched- 
uled for  February  22,  1963.  Four  copies  should 
be  submitted  to  the  Hearing  Clerk,  Room  112-A, 
U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington  25, 
D.  C.

This  bulletin  is  primarily  to  provide  producers 
who  are  not  members  of  cooperative  associ- 
ations with  market  information  in  accordance 
with  § 1039,  74  of  the  Milwaukee  Wisconsin 
marketing  order,  § 1045.  75  of  the  Northeast- 
ern Wisconsin  marketing  order,  and  § 1051.  77 
of  the  Madison  Wisconsin  marketing  order. 


BASE  PAYMENTS  START  WITH  MARCH  MILK 

This  will  be  the  first  year  when  producers 
for  the  three  Wisconsin  markets  will  all  be 
paid  in  accordance  with  the  Base-Excess  plans 
provided  for  in  the  Federal  Orders  39,  45  and 
51  which  regulate  the  handling  of  milk  in  the 
Milwaukee,  Northeastern  and  Madison,  Wisconsin 
marketing  areas,  respectively.  Base  payments 
begin  with  March  deliveries,  which  will  be  paid 
for  in  April,  and  continue  through  June  deliv- 
eries, to  be  paid  for  in  July. 

Amounts  of  earned  bases  have  been  an- 
nounced to  producers  by  the  market  adminis- 
trator. These  are  the  basis  for  determining 
for  each  producer  the  quantity  which  will  be 
priced  as  base  milk.  New  producers  or  those 
who  did  not  make  enough  deliveries  last  fall 
to  establish  a base,  will  have  their  base  milk 
computed  at  a percentage  of  deliveries  as 
follows: 

March  60%  of  March  milk  to  be  base  milk 

April  5596  of  April  " ••  " ••  »• 

May  5096  of  May  ••  •'  ” '•  ’• 

June  5096  of  June  " ” ••  " ” 

Any  producer  having  an  ” earned  base”  may 
ask  the  market  admiiristrator  to  relinquish  it 
and  in  lieu  thereof  have  his  base  computed  on 
percentages  in  the  same  manner,  but  such  a 
request  must  be  made  before  March  1.  1963. 

For  a producer  who  retires,  moves,  or  has  a 
change  in  partnership,  here  are  some  important 
rules  regarding  the  "base”  and  what  can  be 
done  about  it: 

1.  A producer  may  move  to  another  farm 
and  retain  his  "earned  base"  if  he  still  makes 
deliveries  to  a pool  plant  under  the  order. 

2.  If  a producer  retires,  he  may  transfer 
his  base  to  a successor  who  remains  on  that 
same  farm.  To  transfer  a base,  a notice  in 
writing  to  the  market  administrator  is  required 
and  it  must  be  postmarked  not  later  than  the 
last  day  of  the  month  in  which  the  transfer  is 
to  be  effective. 

3.  When  two  or  more  producers  who  hold 
a joint  base  cease  delivering  from  a farm,  the 
base  may  be  divided  among  them.  To  'have 
the  base  divided,  a request  is  made  in  writing 
to  the  market  administrator  postmarked  not  later 
than  the  last  day  of  the  month  for  which  it  is 
to  be  effective. 

To  assist  those  who  may  want  to  relinquish, 
transfer,  or  divide  bases,  forms  are  available 
from  the  offices  of  the  market  administrator.
